“California’s Mystery Mountains - The Sutter 
Buttes.” 


In the northern part of Sutter County is a 
unique, picturesque series of volcanic hills 
rising like a miniature mountain range, 
called the Sutter Buttes. These mountains, 
which reach a height of 2,132 feet at South 
Butte and cover an area of 70 square miles, 
bear in their rugged slopes the same marks 
and fossils as found in the Coast Range, 
and in the spring are covered with 
wildflowers and shrubs. 


Join naturalist Walt L. Anderson fora 
slide/lecture in which he will discuss the 
volcanic geology, habitats, wildlife and 
wildflowers of the buttes and surrounding 
valleys. Anderson is a tour leader with 
Nature Expeditions International and has 
led trips to Alaska, Mexico, Africa and Baja 
California.

On Sunday, January 29, the first penguin 
chick was born in the new black-footed 
penguin display at Steinhart Aquarium. 
(Sorry. ..we don’t have a picture this month, 
but the little grey bit of fluff is under the 
protective care of its parents, and cameras 
are not trusted by Mom and Pop!) 


After about three weeks, John Hewitt, 
biologist in charge of the penguin display, 
will remove the chick to a ‘‘penguin nursery” 
where it will be hand fed and reintroduced 
to the colony when it attains its almost full- 
grown size. 


Black-footed penguins are found in the wild 
off the coast of South Africa. In nature they 
are threatened by the pressures of man, but 
they seem to be thriving in their new home 

at the Academy! Information of the birth of 
the baby will be fed into a central computer 
so that zoos and aquariums the world over 

will Know the latest population statistics of 
this particular species.
